EDUCATIONAL. 


COUNTY EXAM INATIONS. 


During an experience of four years 
as Chairman of the County Board of 
Examination, I have received, in con­ 
nection with the appointed members 
of the Board, many blessings (?) from 
disappointed applicants, or from those 
who failed to receive certificates. Any 
one, who knows how the examina­ 
tions are conducted, would not censure 
the Board were he to fail; but as there 
are failures at every meeting of the 
Hoard, and the usual accusations of fa­ 
voritism to some and prejudice against 
others, a few words of explanation as 
to how the examinations are conduct­ 
ed may not be out of place. 
The County Superintendent is Chair­ 
man of the Boara, which is composed 
of himself and three appointed mem­ 
bers. The appointed members must 
hold either first grade county or State 
certificates to be eligible. 
The questions are prepared by the 
State Board of Examination for the 
whole State, sealed, and sent out quar­ 
terly to Couuty Superintendents, and 
are not to be opened until the day of 
examination, and in presence of at 
least one member of the Board. The 
applicants are furnished with paper, 
pens and ink, and are requested to 
write the answers to the questions. 
The members of the Board act as um­ 
pires, without any discretionary pow­ 
ers. And in nearly every instance has 
the State Board sustained the mark­ 
ing of the manuscripts submitted to 
them for the granting of State certifi­ 
cates from our county. 
The percentages adopted by our 
County Board are the same as those 
adopted by the State Board. The min­ 
imum for each of the three grades is 
85 per cent, for first grade, 75 per cent, 
for second, and 70 per cent, for third. 
The questions for each grade are usu­ 
ally the same, with the exception of 
the addition of algebra and philoso­ 
phy for first grade. Third grades are 
issued to ladies only. 
Mr. Editor, excuse my lengthy com­ 
munication. I have taken more space 
than I intended, and probably to the 
exclusion of more interesting matter.

VISIT YOUR SCHOOLS. 


We wonder how many parents and 
guardians, whose eyes will fall upon 
the three words heading this article, 
ever thought of the encouragement 
afforded a teacher, or the new interest 
awakened in a pupil, by a visit to the 
school room? 
Day after day, through ten long 
months in the year, the teacher pa­ 
tiently toils amidst the same scenery 
and surroundings to expand the minds 
under his or her charge, and at the 
end exhibit it to the parent or guard­ 
ian a faithful 
record of services, 
evidenced by the 
advance of the 
scholar to a grade of intelligence of 
which botli parent and scholar are 
E 
roud. 
While this gradual change 


ture was being fashioned in such man­ 
as been taking place, while this na- 


I 


ner as to affect, perhaps, the whole 
future life, how much actual interest 
have you manifested? 
How many 
visits to the school room have you 
made? How much of the teacher’s 
system of instruction have you made 
yourself tamil iitf with? 
We ask these questions of parents 
because of all the records of schools 
we have examined, a very meagre 
showing exists of visits. Htrange, is it 
not, that in one of the most important 
matters connected with the future of 
their children, parents should exhibit 
so much indifference. 
The farmer 
who, early in spring, sows his wheat, 
watches with anxiety its appearance, 
and gives it daily attention; or care­ 
fully notices the the tendency of the 
growth of the young fruit trees of his 
orchards, ready to correct, by supports, 
any tendency to becoming crooked; 
et of many spare moments that he 
as, he thinks not once of visiting the 
school room, where his itoys or girls 
are receiving mental impressions that, 
once attaining full growth, he cannot 
correct, if arroneous. 
The sturdy 
blacksmith 
watches 
closely the iron which he heats to ren­ 
der it more susceptible to his hammer­ 
ing, yet gives no attention to the forg­ 
ing going on in the school room, of the 
natures and characters of his children. 
Now whence proceeds this seeming 
indifference? Is it over confidence in 
the teacher, or does custom bind him 
as well as blind him to the evil of care­ 
lessness in this respect? The truth is, 
he utterly fails to appreciate the voca­ 
tion of the teacher. He looks upon 
him as a machine instead of a central 
figure from whom diverges streams 
o f light, the light of intelligence, to 
hungry and impressible little minds. 
It should be his special province as 
parent or guardian to watch that light, 
and see that it falls fairly upon the 
minds of the children, rather than 
tending to fall so as to produce mental 
obliquity. 
Flatter not yourselves, 
parents or guardians, that your re- 
sponsiblities cease when the children 
have been hurried off to school. Your 
care should extend within its portals. 
Visit the school room frequently. Fa­ 
miliarize yourself with the teacher’s 
system of instruction. If he or she is 
worthy, drop kindly words of encour­ 
agement. 
The school room will have 
derived a cheerful aspect from your 
visit, most sensibly felt by both 
teacher and pupil.—[Texas Free School 
Advocate.

They offered the 240 remaining 
shares of to ock to the farmers, at the 
same price that the original share­ 
holders obtained stock, and requested 
the discontented to come forward and 
subscribe. Thus no interest is chagred 
for the time the association has 
been running. 
If guarantees are 
made that the Fair will not relapse 
into its present ruts, that it will here­ 
after represent the interests of the far­ 
mers as well as the racers, this stock 
need not remain unsold one month. 
But no agriculturist can be enticed 
into the association unless guarantees 
are made. 
If, as Mr. Rose very sensibly propos­ 
ed, the $2,000 appropriation be given to 
the agricultural department, and this 
be divided into 70 premiums, in the 
following manner: 10 prizes of $100; 
10 of $30; 10 of $25; 10 of $10; 30 of $5, 
this would make a large and varied 
list of premiums. It would induce a 
great number of exhibitors; and then 
our contemporary would not be 
obliged to say that “every exhibitor, 
except four obtained prizes,” and the 
prizes would be of more value than 
$880. A person exhibiting thinks lit­ 
tle of a prize won without competition. 
’Its like Aretmus Ward’s company in 
which all but one were Brigadiers. 


T iiom as Mott and E. W. Noyes, 
one the time-keeper, the other pool 
seller at the race course, think the 
Fair has been a success, and don’t like 
the position the H erald has taken.

LETTER FROM WILMINGTON. 
WILMINGTON, Nov. 18, 1873. 
E ditor H e r a ld.—Last Saturday, 
an elderly man living in Compton, 
whom we will call John Jones, was 
arraigned before Justice Stratton, in 
Wilmington, and tried for obtaining 
money under false pretenses. His son 
had sold beef cattle to Mr. H. of this 
place, for which he was to be paid $24u. 
As soon as the father heard of the sale, 
he went to Mr. H. and collected the 
money, stating tiiat his son had au­ 
thorized him to do so. Two days after 
this, the son also went to Mr. *H. and 
demanded the money, stating that he 
had not authorized his father to collect 
it, and that as Mr. H. had paid the 
wrong man, he must pay the money 
a second time, and to the right man. 
Upon this, the anger of Mr. H. was 
rightly kindled. He immediately 
sued old John Jones for the money, 
and at the same time had him arrested 
for obtaining money under false pre­ 
tenses. Both parties being wealthy 
and of high standing, the trial on Sat­ 
urday drew together a great crowd of 
people. 
Frank Cowden, Esq., of Wilming­ 
ton, conducted the prosecution, and 
Mr. Sandford of Los Angeles, the de­ 
fence. The contest between them was 
exciting, and consumed most of the 
day.The defense clearly proved that 
the father was the real owner of the 
cattle, and that the son had sold them 
without his knowledge or consent. 
Mr. Jones was therefore acquitted, and 
his character vindicated. 
The first rain fall of the season com­ 
menced at 3 o'clock this morning, ac­ 
companied with thunder and light­ 
ning. It continued raining hard till 
afternoon, nor is it entirely over yet, 
for the clouds look black and threat- 
ning. Should the weather continue 
warm, grass will soon cover the 
ground, and cattle and sheep will have 
abundant pasture.

The Washington Territory Legisla­ 
ture has passed an act to aid the con­ 
struction of a bridge across the Nia- 
qualiy river.

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N e w Y o r k , Nov. 19.—The jury in 
the Tweed case this morning found a 
verdict of guilty on all the counts. 
The defence takes 110 exception to the 
verdict, except a general verdict 011 
all the counts. The jury were dis­ 
charged. Counsel for defense are en­ 
deavoring to obtain an arrest of judg­ 
ment on the ground of want of juris­ 
diction of the Court. 
Owing to the statement contained 
in a letter from Havana on the night 
of the 7th inst., when the news of the 
Virginius reached Santiago, the Span­ 
ish volunteers, in fiendish exultation 
over their triumph, visited the widows 
of Masons shot in 1868, and brutally 
outraged the helpless women; in 
the struggle four were killed, seven 
have since died, and several arc in 
such a dangerous condition that they 
cannot recover. A petition is eircu- 
lated in this city, and is being signed 
generally by the Masters of Masonic 
Lodges in New York, and Past Mas­ 
ters of Lodges, calling for a session of 
the Grand Lodge of the State, to take 
such action as may be deemed neces­ 
sary. 
Tweed was sentenced to four years 
imprisonment, and a fine of $4,090. 


WA8HINCTON. 
W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 19.—The Ad­ 
ministration is understood to hold that 
the Virginius is a casus belli with 
Spain, even admitting that she was 
carrying succor to the Cubans because 
Spain has never recognized a state of 
war in Cuba. When Spanish gun­ 
boats were seized in New York, in 
1869, Spain argued that Cubans were 
not recognized as belligerents, and 
tiie sale of armed vessels to Spain 
was legitimate. They state that the 
Department accepted this view, and 
the gunboats were released. Under 
the same principle we have a right to 
sell guns to Cubans, and ship them on 
American vessels.

H o p Cu ltu r e.—The San F'rancisco 
Bulletin estimates that at the present 
rate of production, there is no danger 
of the business of cultivating being 
overdone. It says: 
The crop of ’73 was but little more 
than half enougli for home consump­ 
tion, leaving 46,000 bales to be Im­ 
ported. The new crop is quoted in 
the Eastern market, at from 35 cents 
to 45 cents a pound, and the range is 
from 35 cts. to 45 cts. in this market. 
The few men who have gone into 
iiop culture 011 this side of the country 
have followed the business until they 
understand it, from the planting of 
the roots to the shipping of the bales 
to market, have done well. It may 
never become a large crop here, but it 
fits in well with other departments of 
agriculture, and the results are thus 
far sufficiently encouraging to stimu­ 
late an increase of the business. 
Experiments made in this section 
of the State, lead to the belief that 
it is specially adapted, in soil and cli­ 
mate, to successful hop culture.

Long 
notice was given, and they gathered 
from every point west of the Cascade 
mountains—many going on horseback, 
hundreds by steamer, and the remain­ 
der in canoes, of which 110 less than 
260 were there at one time.”

„ writer in the London Lancet, 
Henry Weekes, F. R. C. S., íh of the 
opiniou that the cMmate of ¡Southern 
California is unrivaled in the world 
for its softness, dryness and equality 
of temperature. He quotes Professor 
Beunett as saying: “ Much has been 
written of climate, but the one which 
appears to be the best is that which 
will enable the patient to pass a few 
hours every day in the open air with­ 
out exposure to cold or vicissitudes of 
temperature on the one hand or ex­ 
treme heat on the other.” 
Weekes 
then shows that the climate of South­ 
ern California, between Santa Bar­ 
bara and San Diego, answers to this 
description. The annual range of tile 
thermometer at Santa Barbara is only 
18 degrees between 51 and 69 degrees. 
Rain seldom falls except in the win­ 
ter. At Santa Barbara and Los An­ 
geles it is about 18 inches, and at San 
Diego 10 inches. The city of Los An­ 
geles is charmingly situated, about 14 
miles from the sea, at the head of a 
wide-spread valley, and is surrounded 
by vineyards and orange groves. The 
town is abundantly supplied with 
water, and from the mildness of cli­ 
mate and the nature of the cultivation 
(by irrigation), fruits and vegetables 
are obtainable all the year round. In 
liOndou there ore about 60 unclouded 
days, in New York 100, at Los Ange­ 
les 240. Every comfort can be ob­ 
tained here; there is a good library 
und reading room, small theater, beau­ 
tiful neighborhood with good roads, 
and horses and carriages may be hired 
at reasonable rates. In view of these 
advantages, Weekes very Justly pre­ 
fers Southern California as a resort for 
English-speaking invalids to Madeira 
or to any of the usual resorts on the 
continent of Europe.

The 
photograph presents a view of both 
sides and the back of the cover of the 
album. The edging of the front side 
is ornamental gold work, surrounding 
twelve different kinds of wood. The 
clasp is held by three large diamonds, 
while large rubies and gold quartz 
stand out boldly in the design. In the 
center is the monogram, A. T., sur­ 
rounded by laurel leaves and raised on 
rich gold quartz. 
The monogram 
opens, and inside are specimens of all 
the minerals found on the Pacific 
coast. On the back 
is 
engraved 
“Gratitude, 1873.” The other side is 
the same as the front, except that sil­ 
ver work adorns the edging, and ears 
of corn encircle the arms of the State 
of California. On the first page of the 
inside are dates of all 
President 
Thiers’ important acts from his pro­ 
test against the declaration of war on 
the 15th of July 1870, up to the 24th of 
May 1873, when he resigned his trust 
into the hands of the Assembly. The 
address is signed by 2,200 Frenchmen, 
including many Los Angeles citizens. 
It cost $1,741 65, and was entirely the 
gift of citizens on tiiis coast. 
The 
photograph may be seen for a few days 
on application to Mr. Constant Meyer.

HOW IT SEEMS TO A STRANGER. 


E d it o r 
H e r a l d :— Having lately 
arrived on the Pacific Coast, I congrat­ 
ulated myself on reaching Los An­ 
geles in time for your District Fair, 
deeming it the best opportunity 1 
should have for securing reliable In­ 
formation concerning the productions 
of Southern California. On examin­ 
ing the programme as published in the 
city 
papers, I found much about 
horse-racing, but very little of farm 
products, and the programme was 
faithfully carried out. 
There was 
horse-racing every day; but the mag­ 
nificent fruits, the mammoth vege­ 
tables, the fine grains and the succu­ 
lent grasses, which we in the east 
hear so much of, were not there. 
Pool-selling, betting on this horse or 
that, and speculations in regard to the 
winner, was all I could hear. On the 
streets, in hotels, at the ground, every­ 
body, men, women and children were 
talking of the races, and all this ex­ 
citement and interest was occasioned 
by trials of speed between horses that 
could barely make their mile in a 
trifle under three minutes. 
Naturally 
one infers that the exhibition given 
by an Agricultural Society will to 
some extent represent the condition 
of the industries of the country; and 
when I found that the agricultural 
and 
industrial 
departments 
were 
meagre and inferior in the extreme, 
while gambling was largely develop­ 
ed, the first hasty conclusion was that 
the people of Southern California were 
more interested in the scrub horse­ 
races than in the cultivation of the 
soil. An examination of the manner 
In which the Fair was conducted, led 
me to think that possibly the people 
were not to blame for the character 
of the exhibition, and that they had 
simply erred in mistaking the annual 
meeting of a lot of horse jockeys for 
an agricultural jubilee. For instance: 
there wa9 a greater sum given as 
a purse for a scrub race, than was paid 
in premiums for the entire products of 
the farms, orchards, vineyards, work­ 
shops ami manufacturies of a half a 
dozen counties. 
After thinking the 
matter over, I concluded not to send the 
city papers containing reports of the 
Fair to my friends at the east, fearing 
that a wrong impression might be con­ 
veyed. And now, if you will allow a 
stranger the liberty, 1 suggest that if 
the people of Los Angeles wish their 
Fair to amount to anything they 
must take the management in their 
own hands instead of prostituting it to 
the petty knavery of the race course, 
and devote their energies to building up 
and developing the great agricultural 
and mineral resources of your section 
of the State. If proper inducements 
are offered, there will be no difficulty 
iu bringing together a creditable dis­ 
play of the products of the county, and 
such a display will be of infinitely 
more value to you as a community 
than all the horse-racing that can be 
crowded into a week. Such an exhi­ 
bition will be a better and cheaper ad­ 
vertisement of your resources than 
any other you can devise, and it will 
in a very few years cause a marked 
improvement in the quality of your 
flocks and herds, and an ever increas­ 
ing interest in the noble pursuit of 
agriculture.
